Having made this Declaration and Proteſtation in the moſt plain Terms 
that I can poſſibly imagine to expreſs my lincere Loyalty and Innocency, and 
the clear intention of my Soul, ] leave it to the Judgments of all Good and 
Charitable perſons whether they will belive what 1s here in this manner 
affirmed and ſworn by me in my preſent Circum(tances, or what is (worn by 
my Acculers. 

[do now farther declare, That I die a Member ( though an unworthy one) 
of that Holy Catholick and Apoſtolick Church of Chriſt,mermoned in the Three 
Holy and Publick Creeds, of which Church our Lord Jeſus Chriſt is the Invi- 
ſible Head of Influence, to illuminate, guide, protett and govern it by lis Hol y 
Spirit and Grace, and of which Church, the Biſhop af Kore, as the Succelſcr 
of St. Peter, the Prince of the Apoſtles, is the viſible Head of Government and 
Unity.
